The "Helios", an old DDSG 
river passenrer ship, is now being rebuilt on a northern slip and is 
scheduled to fo into service at the end of October 1949.*# Nearby, & 
a motor tug and a paddle-wheel steamship are also being repaired. Five 
hulks, including three salvage barges, a sea~poing DDSG motor ship, 
the "Theven", and a tanker owned by Josef 3ayer Wallner, Schiffahrts~- und 
Hafenbetriebs G.m.o.H., Deggendorf, are lying unrepaired on southern slips. 
The "Stalingrad", 1,€00 horsepower Diesel-driven ship, formerly known as 
the "Oesterreich" and later as the "Ostmark", 4s anchored in the shipyard 
harbor on the Danube. The "Stalingrad", allegedly the most powerfvl towing 
vessel on the Danube, is fully manned and in first-class operating con- 
dition.
